These sketches of the Russia people 
as they are now from the most re- 
mote villages to the palaces in the 
great cities, read more like the tales 
from the middle ages than an au- 
thentic account of a people of the 
enlightened twentieth century. The 
tales of statecraft, witchcraft, heath- 
enism mixed with Christianity, the 
wild orgies of mysticism, which 
has a tremendous hold on rich and 
poor, cultured and ignorant, are un- 
believable. The author has, he says, 
"attempted to lay bare before the 
civilized world the true face of the 
Russian people which must be en- 
lightened, converted to Christianity, 
to European culture, strengthened 
in true morality, then, only, then, be 
admitted to the great comity of the 
nations." More absorbing than fic- 
tion, this book will hold the reader 
as Dr. Ossendowski did in "Beasts, 
Men and God" and "Man and Mys- 
tery in Asia." 

Are you giving a play and are 
puzzled as to the costumes? Eliza- 
beth B. Grimball and Rhen Wells 
will tell you just how it is done in 
"Costuming a Play." There are 
chapters on color, materials in use 
and styles during each period from 
early Egyptian up to mid- Victorian 
and civil war, with a special chap- 
ter on religious drama. There are 
pictures and designs showing just 
how to make the costume from 
head-dress to foot coverings. If you 
are not planning a play this dook is 
of interest in showing the develop- 
ment of dress from simple tunic 
skirt and cloak of ancient times to 
the present mode and the effect that 
climate and history have on fash- 
ions. 

"The Boy Who Followed Ben 
Franklin," another of Edward K, 
Bok's fascinating biographies. This 
is the career of Cyrus H. K. Curtis 
adapted from Mr. Bok's book, "A 
Man from Maine," showing the rise 
of a poor Yankee lad to one of the 
most successful publishers. Like 
the great Franklin, who in an earl- 
ier period left New England to find 
fortune in Philadelphia and by in- 
dustry and thrift made himself fa- 
mous and the city of his adoption 
better for his being here. 

This book is dedicated to the 
American boy who is willing to be- 
lieve that "work and you win: 
save and you succeed : loaf and you 
lose."
